Kot these 
pror.mnd reasons Mr. Jos£9 must nerds 
be InlrodncrJ, although bl» intrresl was 
nii ; and Mr. MaN.FiELii, although his 
w.ii iin.issnilnblr, and Ihe result is Ihe 
pleadings become " voluminous," anri 
deing voluminous they become expensive, 
allhougfi there seem to have been no dis- 
puted facts, and ihe point determined 
was more nice than intricate, In refer- 
ring to this case we cannot help otiMmng 
that the ideas of observant and thoughtful 
men are anmelimes wonderfully assiitcd 
in Ihe mornrut of projection by ciKUm- 
stances not known uor antic i pa led. We 
declare that whrn Ihe article on Law Ex- 
penses, jjublislied by u« ori Friday, was 
written, Justice The*.r.v's decision on 
the case above alloded to was not declared. 
Our auimadvrniuDS are therefore strik- 
ingly confirmed la he the result of a cor- 
rect observation of the evils prevalent in 
Ihe Courts of Law and Equity. We must 
also rupresj our thanks, la those J l due, 
or others who let out the truth, 
however faintly and obliquely j 
and we trust that nothing will occor to 
curh their free eapreosion of opinion or 
diminish the independence which il is de- 
sirable the interpreters of tile law abuuld 
enjoy. 

And now, amidst ill this, if iny prac- 
tising lawyer, or any (Indent of const ilu- 
tiortal principles, should imagine that we 
have overlooked the dinTculUet which lie 
111 thr way uf remedying the grieranre* 
complained of, he is mistaken. -Some of 
the remedies cannot he applied without 
the authority of fhe legislature , and, in 
ft, tilling any legislative enactment, care 
must be taken leal in departing, from the 
" Cumbrous and expensive furma of Kng. 
[ liah Lair in favour of simple and 
.not less eHkacloui methods of pio- 
cedure," we do not l>se sight of Eng- 
lish principles, arid tender English 
judicial decision* inapplicable and un- 
available to us. In the concoction of our 
valuable Insolvent Law thi* danger has 
not been perhap* wholly »Tui4ed. The 
consolation it thai it may be reasonably 
expected that the English Law will be as- 
■imitated to our* by earning round to at' 
on its next amendment. Some other* of 
our much wanted remedies are matter) of 
drtail and internal regulation, which 
of course can be effected by the Ji noes, 
ln these there is scarcely any difficulty — 
two ends and object* have only to be 
keplinview — sitnpliticalinnandpubJicjly. 
It is true that many of the form* and ex- 
pedients are intended to provide (gainst 
the carelessness of attorney! and their 
cterk*, and against the danger of parties 
tu suits, and of others, who might, could, 
would, or should, be interested, being 
taken by surprise. But we ask do the 
provisions now in Hie attain the ends de- 
signed ? Do they not Tether by increai- 
ing the labours and distracting the alien- 
lion of the practitioner and his assistants 
increas* th* risk of the error f Du they 
not throw people off their guard 1 At 
least do they not unnecessarily annoy 
them ind waale their nine and money ! 
Some of the remedies called for are, 
finally, it must be admitted, such as 
neither th* legislature nor the expound*!! 
and administrators uf law can apply, 
These remedies depend nn moral force- 
on piili'ic opinion— untbe personal weight 
and mil lien i'i' of the liencli, and of Ihe 
practitioners of high standing. These 
must discountenance all sharp practice — 
all useless wasle of time. They mustre- 
gard a technicality applied to the hinder- 
anre nf justice, a false staleineol or as- 
sunipliou employed a* Ihe foundilion of 
an argument, a misquotation, or a refer- 
ence lo an overruled dictum, — as being 
wnrit than a ctime, as being a blunder. 
Any attempt to palm such futile learning 
on the Court, in lieu of real good jnei e- 
denti that will bold water, should 1* 
taken as a personal insult lo all, ami un- 
tiierufulk eiposed. The practice, how- 
ever, u nut tu expose, sot tu ridicule 
auth brain-confounding absurdities, but 
In compliment the delinquent ou his eru- 
dition, 'l hen the bar is pestrrrd with 
tome of thr perilous stuff which we have 
been often doomed to hear, the\ might 
comment* a gentle wrapiiig with their 
feet, or blowing of I heir noses, as • hint. 
ski a* lo rendetiltiubeienaryfur the Bench

awaie that it would theoretically be highly 
uucunstitulionaJ.ty rannuu*,and dangerous 
uf the Jlii'.Qlu discourage Ihe ardent 
and ease-wrapped, and enrBptured advo- 
cate pleading for justice in the name of 
his nmsl injured uf all breathing clients, 
To check hi 111 by a thakt of the head is 
reckoned gross partiality.
